Hendricks et al .. U.S. 6,181,335, filed 9/21/98, issued 1/30/2001: Teaches hardware and 
software for use at the television and interface box at the user's home which creates a user 
interface for a user friendly menu based approach to accessing programs and services in video 
delivery service. 

Van Wie et al. . U.S. 6,240,185, filed 2/10/99, issued 5/29/2001: Teaches use of 
steganographic techniques to invisibly transmit rights management control information 
invisibly in an information signal transmitted on an insecure channel. 

Freeman et al. . U.S. 5,861,881, filed 2/8/96, issued 1/19/1999: Teaches an interactive 
computer system by which computers using an input device, computer or television may 
interact with a fully interactive television program received from a broadcast transmission 
source or local or external storage. 

Hwang . U.S. 6,049,823, filed 11/1/96, issued 4/11/2000: Teaches a system for providing 
on-demand interactive multimedia services for a community of users. Programs are delivered 
to each user on a TV or on a LAN via a computer through an interactive TV channel created and 
controlled by a personal computer or high end workstation. A direct access on demand 
workgroup server Channel processors can simultaneously access programs stored on a hard 
disk array using a no-overhead server technology.
